Before You Install 

Congratulations on purchasing the IDE CD-ROM drive, an advanced CD- 
ROM drive that allows your computer to access the information stored on 
different types of compact disks, including CD-ROM XA, CD-I, CD-R/W, CD- 
R, and Photo CD (single session and multi-session). 

The drive reads the data stored on a compact disk, but because 
compact disks are 'read-only', the drive cannot write data to the disk. 
Refer to the documentation supplied with a compact disk for 
information about accessing the information stored on the disk. 

For your safety, never remove the PC's cover without first removing the 
power cord from the power outlet and any connection to a 
telecommunication network. Always replace the cover back before 
switching on again. To avoid electric shock and harm to your eyes by laser 
light, do not open the laser module. The laser module should be serviced by 
service personnel only. Do not attempt to make any adjustment to the laser 
unit. Refer to the label on the CD-ROM for power requirements and 
wavelength. This product is a class 1 laser product.

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Installing the CD-ROM Drive 



To install the CD-ROM drive, you may need a flat-headed screwdriver 
(not supplied with the drive kit) . 

1 Switch off the monitor and PC, disconnect all power cords and any 
telecommunication cables. 

2 Remove the computer's cover (described in your PC's User's Guide) 

3 Select a power connector and an IDE data connector for connecting 
the CD-ROM drive. (Refer to your PC's User's Guide for information 
about selecting an IDE connector.)

If your PC does not have a free IDE connector, use the cable provided 
with the CD-ROM drive. If more than one IDE cable has been provided, 
use the shortest one that will fit. 

4 Select an empty drive shelf for installing the CD-ROM drive. The 
shelf must have front access. 
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5 For PCs that have a drive tray or removable drive bay unit: 

Remove the drive tray or the drive bay unit.

For other PCs: 

Remove the RFI metal filler plate from the chosen shelf. 
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For other PCs: 

Check if the CD-ROM drive needs rails to be installed into the shelf. 
If rails are needed, attach the two rails onto the CD-ROM drive.

For the other PCs: 

Slide the CD-ROM drive into the chosen drive shelf then, using the 
screws, fasten it into place.

9 Attach the data and power connectors to the rear of the CD-ROM 
drive. 




10 If your PC is equipped with a sound board, attach the audio cable to 
the connector at the back of the CD-ROM drive and to the connector 
on the sound board. Refer to your sound board's installation 
documentation for additional information. 

11 Replace the computer's cover as described in your PC 
documentation. 

12 Reconnect the computer's power supply cable and any 
telecommunications cables.

under This section first describes some additional tasks that may be required 

Windows 3. 1 1 when you have installed the CD-ROM drive in some types of PC. It then 

describes how to install the driver software for your CD-ROM drive, 

which you need to do. 

Running the Setup Program 

Most PC systems automatically recognize the CD-ROM drive once it is 
physically installed and connected. If, after installing the driver 
software as described below, your system still does not recognize the 
CD-ROM drive (for example, there is no CD-ROM icon 1^1 in the File 
Manager), you need to enable the drive in your Setup program. Restart 
the computer and press {±2} when <Setup=F2> appears. For details of 
how to enable the CD-ROM drive in your Setup program, refer to your 
PC documentation. 

Installing the CD-ROM Driver 

The CD-ROM driver software allows you to use the CD-ROM drive with 
your Windows® 3.11 and DOS applications. (Windows 95 is covered in 
the section "Configuring Your Operating System" on page 12.) 

The CD-ROM driver software is installed from the diskette included 
with the CD-ROM kit. The installation program modifies your 
computer's AUTOEXEC.BAT, CONFIG.SYS, and SYSTEM.INI files after 
prompting you for confirmation. 

Follow these steps to install the driver on your PC: 

1 Exit Windows to display the DOS prompt. 

2 Insert the CD-ROM driver diskette in the flexible disk drive A. 

3 At the DOS prompt, type a : install and press [<-• Enter ) . 

The installation program copies the file FDATACD.SYS to the 
directory C:\DEV\ on your computer's hard disk and displays the 
following message on the screen: 
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Modify CONFIG.SYS and AUTOEXEC.BAT (Y/N) ? 

4 Type y and press (<-' Enter ) to accept the modifications to these files. 

• The installation program adds this line to the CONFIG.SYS file: 
DEVICE=C : \DEV\FDATACD . SYS /D :MSCD0HP 

• The installation program adds this line to the AUTOEXEC.BAT 
file: 

MSCDEX.EXE /D:MSCD0HP /M:12 

If the smartdrv statement is found in the AUTOEXEC.BAT file, 
the parameter /u is added to the statement, if not already 
present. This parameter disables the SMARTDRV CD-ROM 
caching. 

If your AUTOEXEC.BAT file includes the win command (to start 
Windows automatically), you must edit your AUTOEXEC.BAT file to 
place win after the MSCDEX . EXE /D : MSCDOHP /M : 12 line. This 
modification will allow the mscdex command to be launched before 
Windows starts. 

• If the CD-ROM drive is connected to the same cable as the hard 
disk drive (that is, it is connected as a slave on the primary IDE 
channel) , the following two lines are added or modified in the 
SYSTEM.INI file: 

VirtualHDIRQ=Off 
32BitDiskAccess=Off 

The original CONFIG.SYS, AUTOEXEC.BAT, and SYSTEM.INI files 
are saved under the new names CONFIG.ORG, AUT0EXEC.ORG, 
and SYSTEM.ORG. 
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5 If you don't want to modify these files, type n and press (<- ,Enter ) . 

The installation program makes copies of the system files, adds the 
lines described above, and saves the new files as CONFIG. NEW, 
AUTOEXEC.NEW, and SYSTEM.NEW. 

6 Restart your computer to activate the changes made to the 
CONFIG.SYS, AUTOEXEC.BAT, and SYSTEM.INI files. 



Installing the CD Audio Driver 

Installing the CD Audio driver allows you to listen to audio CDs by 
plugging headphones into the front of the CD-ROM drive. 

1 Open the Windows Program Manager . 

2 Double-click on Main t|| ■ 

3 Double-click on Control Panel . 

4 Double-click on Drivers M^j . 

5 Click on Add. 

6 Double-click on mci CD-Audio. The system prompts you to insert 
the MS-Windows options disk #6 or to type a pathname. 

7 Type the following pathname: 
C : \ WINDOWS \ OPT IONS 

The system displays the message "One CD-ROM drive was detected. 
Installation is complete". 

8 Click on ok. 

9 Click on ok. 

10 Click on Close. 
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Configuring Your Operating System 

under Windows 95, Under Windows 95, Windows 98 and Windows NT 4.0 the detection of 
Windows 98 and the CD-ROM drive, the configuration of the system, and the loading of 
Windows NT 4.0 the- drivers is, in most cases, automatic. Once you have physically 

installed the CD-ROM drive in your computer, all you have to do is turn 

on the PC and use the new drive. 

If your system does not recognize the CD-ROM drive (for example, 
there is no CD-ROM icon in the Windows Explorer) , you need to enable 
the drive in your Setup program. Restart the computer and press frel 
when <Setup=F2> appears. For details of how to enable the CD-ROM 
drive in your Setup program, refer to your PC documentation. 
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Configuring Your Operating System 

under Windows NT contains its own driver software for the CD-ROM. To install 

Windows NT 3.51 the CD-ROM driver: 

1 In the Main program group, double-click the Windows NT Setup icon. 

2 From the Options menu, select Add/Remove SCSI Adapters. 

3 In the SCSI Adapter Setup window, click Add and then click ok at the 
advisory message to continue. 

4 In the Adapter list in the Select SCSI Adapter Option window, select 
IDE CD-ROM (AT API 1 . 2 ) and click Install. 

5 Follow the instructions on the screen. You will be prompted to insert 
the correct Windows NT setup diskette containing the driver. 

If your system does not recognize the CD-ROM drive, you need to 
enable the drive in your Setup program. Restart the computer and 
press (~F2~) when <Setup=F2> appears. For details of how to enable the 
CD-ROM drive in your Setup program, refer to your PC documentation. 

NOTE If you are using Windows NT version 3.5 with the AT API driver version 

1.2, you may notice an incompatibility problem when you perform a 
warm reboot (Shutdown and then Restart without switching the 
computer off). The operating system may not recognize the CD-ROM 
drive. You can resolve this problem by instead performing a cold reboot 
(switch the computer off and on again) . Upgrading to Windows NT 
version 3.51 will correct this problem. 

To install the CD audio driver: 

1 From the Main program group, open the Control Panel. 

2 Double-click the Drivers icon. 

3 Click the Add button. 

4 At the Drivers window, select (MCI) CD Audio and click ok. 

5 When you have installed the CD audio driver, restart the computer. 
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Configuring Your Operating System 

under OS/2® Warp contains its own driver software for the CD-ROM drive. If 

OS/2 3.0 (Warp) you need to install the CD-ROM drivers, follow this procedure: 

1 Open the OS/2 System folder and select System Setup. 

2 Select Selective Install. 

3 Click the CD-ROM Device Support icon and, from the list of devices, 
select "Non-listed IDE CD-ROM" and click ok. 

4 Click ok at the System Configuration window. 

5 At the OS/2 Setup and Installation window, click install. 
Insert the OS/2 Warp installation diskette as instructed. 

6 When installation is complete, shut down and restart your system. 

If your system does not recognize the CD-ROM drive, you need to 
enable the drive in your Setup program. Restart the computer and 
press (~F2") when <Setup=F2> appears. For details of how to enable the 
CD-ROM drive in your Setup program, refer to your PC documentation. 

If you experience any problems using your CD-ROM drive, you may 
need a more recent version of the CD-ROM drivers. 
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Using Your CD-ROM Drive 



(The CD-ROM drive layout 
may vary slightly from that 
shown here.) 



Your CD-ROM drive reads information or programs on a CD. It cannot 
record to a CD. For instruction about accessing specific information 
stored on a CD, refer to the documentation supplied with the CD. 

Open/Close Pushbutton. Opens or closes the CD-ROM drawer. Place 
the CD, label side facing up, in the recess in the drawer. Make sure 
the CD sits snugly in the drawer, lying underneath the two back tabs. 



Emergency Eject. Used to open the CD-ROM 
drive mechanically when the power supply is 
off. 

Door. Protects the CD-ROM drive from dust 
contamination and accidental damage. 

Headphones Socket. If you use this socket, you can listen to 
music CDs by connecting headphones directly to the CD-ROM 
drive using a stereo mini-jack. This does not cut out your 
external computer speakers. Adjust the volume using the 
Volume Control next to the socket (the audio software does 
not affect the volume). 




Volume Control. Adjusts 
the volume of music 
played through 
headphones connected to 
the CD-ROM drive. 



Busy Indicator. 
Glows bright when 
the drive is active. 



Vertical Operation 

If you use the drive in a vertical position, set the disk locks (the little 
tabs), if they are present. This holds the CD-ROM disk in place. 

Loading a CD 

1 Press the Open/Close pushbutton to open the CD drawer. 

2 Place the CD, label side facing up, in the recess in the drawer. 
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Open the CD-ROM 
drawer 




3 Press the Open/Close pushbutton to close the drawer. The drawer 
can also be closed by gently pushing the drawer back into the drive. 

Reading a CD 

To verify that the CD-ROM drive is correctly installed, list the contents 
of a disk. For example, use the DOS dir command or the Windows File 
Manager (under Windows 3.11), or use Windows 95 utilities (under 
Windows 95). If an error message appears on the screen, refer to 
"Error Messages" on page 19 for additional information. 

Ejecting a CD Automatically 

To remove the CD, press the Open/Close pushbutton to open the 
drawer. Remove the CD, then press the Open/Close pushbutton to 
close the drawer. 

Ejecting a CD Manually 

If the Open/Close pushbutton is disabled by software or a power 
failure: 

1 Turn off the PC. 

2 Insert a straight rod (for example, a straightened paper clip) into the 
manual eject hole next to the Open/Close pushbutton. The drawer 
should eject by about 15 mm (0.59 inches). 
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3 Pull out the drawer by hand, and remove the CD.

4 Push the drawer gently back into the drive. 
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Solving Problems 

This section describes how to solve problems that may occur with your 
IDE CD-ROM drive. 

As a general rule, when diagnosing and solving problems, the first thing 
to do is to check that the software is correctly installed and the system 
correctly configured before doing anything else. Do this before 
removing your computer's cover to check the CD-ROM cable 
connections and jumper settings. 

CD-ROM drive not If your system does not seem to recognize the CD-ROM drive at all — for 
recognized example, there is no CD-ROM icon in My Computer or in the File 

Manager — you need to enable the drive in your Setup program. 

1 Restart the computer and press [¥D when <Setup=F2> appears. 

2 Refer to your PC documentation for details of how to enable the 
CD-ROM drive in Setup. 

If you are having audio problems: 

• Check that the Windows audio driver is correctly installed. 

• Check that the volume control on the CD-ROM drive front panel is 
not set to the minimum. 

• Check that the disk in the CD-ROM drive is an audio disk and not a 
Photo CD or data CD. 

• If using headphones or external speakers, check that they are 
properly connected. 

• If using a sound board, check that the audio cable is correctly 
installed and is connected to the sound board. 



Audio function not 
working 
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CD-ROM drive is idle If the CD-ROM drive appears not to be working: 

• If you are using Windows 3.11, check that the SMARTDRV memory 
cache option is disabled with the /u parameter (see "Disabling 
SMARTDRV Cache" on page 21 for additional information). 

• Try accessing the disk, by clicking on the drive letter assigned to the 
CD-ROM drive by DOS (if you are using Windows 3.11), or by 
clicking on the CD-ROM drive icon (if you are using Windows 95). 



System halts when If you are running Windows 3.11, you may need to disable the 32-bit 
accessing CD-ROM hard disk drive access feature. See "Disabling 32-Bit Hard Disk Drive 
drive Access" on page 21 for more information. 



Error Messages 

The following table shows error messages that may appear on the 
screen and possible ways of solving the related problem. 



Error Message 


Suggested Action 


Not ready reading drive, abort, retry, fail? 


1. Check compact disk is correctly inserted in drive and that disk 
drawer is closed. Type R and press Enter to retry. 

2. Check drive cable connections and ensure drive is correctly 
installed. 

3. Compact disk may be dirty or damaged. Try another CD. 


No CD-ROM found 


1 . If the CD-ROM drive is connected to your PC by a connector 
on the hard disk interface cable, check that the jumper on the 
rear of the drive is set to the SLAVE position. 

2. If the CD-ROM drive is connected to your PC by a connector 
on the secondary IDE cable, check that the jumper on the rear of 
the CD-ROM drive is set to the MASTER position. 

3. Check the CD-ROM data cable connection. 


There is no disk in drive D, insert a disk and try again 


1. Check that the CD-ROM data disk is correctly inserted. 

2. Check that the disk in the CD-ROM drive is a data disk, not 
CD-audio. 


Access denied 


Check that you are not attempting to write data to a compact 
disk (compact disks are 'read-only'). 
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Error Message 


Suggested Action 


Invalid drive specification 


1 . Check that the CD-ROM is enabled in Setup (refer to page 1 8). 

2. Check that the device driver is installed. 

3. Check that MSCDEX is installed. 

4. Check that you typed the correct drive letter which identifies 
the CD-ROM to your computer. 


Bad or missing ATAPIJD.SYS 


1. Check that the correct device driver is installed. 

2. Check that the device driver path statement in the 
CONFIG.SYS file is correct.

Expanded memory not present or not usable 


Check that the MSCDEX statement in the AUTOEXEC.BAT file is 
correct. If your PC does not have expanded memory, delete the 
/E parameter from this statement. 


Incorrect DOS version 


Check which versions of DOS and MSCDEX are installed on your 
PC. If your PC is running DOS 5.0 and MSCDEX 2.20 or earlier, 
run the DOS SETVER command (refer to your DOS manual). If 
your PC is running DOS 6.0, ensure that you have MSCDEX 2.22 
(or later) installed. 


Insufficient memory 


Delete any TSR (terminate and stay resident) programs from 
memory and edit the AUTOEXEC.BAT file to remove statements 
referring to these TSR programs. In addition, use a memory 
manager program to make better use of memory. 


MSCDEX already started 


The MSCDEX program is already running. You cannot start a 
second MSCDEX session. 


Not enough drive letters available 


You are trying to read a drive letter which has not been defined 
in DOS. DOS recognizes a maximum of five drive letters at start- 
up. To define a drive letter, edit the LASTDRIVE statement in the 
CONFIG.SYS file. 


EMM386 Error 


Disable 32-bit hard disk drive access. See "Disabling 32-Bit Hard 
Disk Drive Access" on page 21 
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Disabling SMARTDRV Cache 

Verify that SMARTDRV CD-ROM memory caching is disabled. This 
option is disabled by the /u parameter in the DOS and Windows 
SMARTDRV statements in your PC's AUTOEXEC.BAT file: 

C : \DOS\SMARTDRV/U 

C : \WINDOWS\SMARTDRV/U 

Disabling 32-Bit Hard Disk Drive Access 

If the CD-ROM drive is connected to a connector on the hard disk 
interface cable, you may have to disable the Microsoft® Windows 32-bit 
hard disk drive access feature, depending on which model of PC you 
have. Refer to your PC documentation for additional information. To 
disable 32-bit access: 

1 Open the Windows Program Manager 

2 Double-click on Main . 

3 Double-click on Control Panel . 

4 Double-click on 386 Enhanced $ . 

5 Click on Virtual Memory. 

6 Click on Change. 

7 Click on the Use 32-Bit Access check box to deselect it (unless 
already deselected). This switches off the 32-bit hard disk access 
feature. 

Refer to your Microsoft Windows manual for further information. 

If your CD-ROM drive is connected to a connector on the secondary 
IDE cable and not to the hard disk interface cable (the primary IDE 
cable), you do not need to disable 32-bit hard disk access.
